. BOAT SINKS OFF 
HOLYHEAD 


STRIKES ROCK AT 
HARBOUR MOUTH

HOLYHEAD, Wednesday. 


HE s.s Havso struck the rocks off 
Trearddwr Bay near here early this 
morning and sank in fifteen minutes. 

She carried a crew of 16, all foreigners, and 
all of whom were rescued. She was bound 
from Virginia with a cargo of serap iron for 
Birkenhead. 

The crew came ashore in two lifeboats, and 
Captain Bruun said that there was a gale 
blowing and it was very hazy in the Irish 
Channel, rendering visibility very poor. 
“We sent «ut an 8.0.8 ,” he said, “and gave 
our position as 30 miles south of Holyhead. 
I saw very soon that the ship was sinking, as 
she was filling up rapidly, and I ordered two 
lifeboats to be lowered. At the time the 
steamer struck the rocks ten members were in 
oad ey there was no time to save anything 
at all ”” 


CAT DROWNED 


A cat belonging to one of the crew went 
down with the ship. The cook, Thorieif 
Solberge, was in the water for over an hour 
before he was picked up. He said that when 
he found that the ship was going down he 
jumped <verboard. 

When the Coastguard Station at Holyhead 
received the 8.0.8, they telephoned their 
Rhosneigr and Rhoscolyn life-saving apparatus 
which, along with the Holyhead lifeboat, went 


out. 

The Chief Officer, I. Sorensen, said that be 
was on the bridge when he heard the crash. 
Previous to this he found the vessel in the 
mist was getting too near the shore, and he 
gave orders for the engines to be stoppel 
nnd ordered the wheel to be put hard aport. 
The steamer started to swing out and then 
stuck. He called the crew to get the life- 
boats out, and then sent out an 8.0.8.

SHIP THAT WAS BUILT 
IN A FIELD 
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'The suggestion put, forward that, now the 
supply of old ships for scrapping has practi- 
eally ceased, the whole country should be 
combed for any waste metal to be melted 
down will remind those who are interested in 
naval hrstory of the case of the Confederate 
ironclad Albemarle during the American 
Civil War. ‘The Southerners had no dockyard, 
but something had to be done to relieve the 
Federal blockade of the rivers, so the Albe- 
marle was laid down in a cornfield at 
Edward’s Ferry, on the Roanoke River. 

The only dockyard facilities were the ordi- 
nary village blacksmith’s forge and there were 
no supplies of iron for armour, says Ship- 
building and Shipmng fLecord, Captain 
Cooke, who was responsible for construction, 
combed the country for metal so thoroughly 
that he came to be nicknamed ‘‘ The Tin-Can 
Captain,” but somehow he contrived to collect 
sufficient fron to armour her 60ít. casemate 
with two thicknesses of 2in. iron, although 
local housewives found it difficult to do their 
cooking afterwards. He had even collected 
every saucepan that could be spared, 

The vessel was a twin-screw ship, 120ft. 
over all, armed with two big guns, and she 
made hay of the Federal fines Bn fleet on the 
river controlling the waterway, until sunk by 
a torpedo in the exploit which made Lieu- 
tenant Cushing one of America’s naval heroes.
